Besides this market, how 
ever, the Edmonton settler has or will have 
a much more extendéd one, of which he, on 
account of his geographical position, will 
have @ monopoly once it 1s Opened up by 
capital. That is the great Mackenzie river 
basin, @ country extending twelve iundred

'from east tou west, known to be rich in tim- 
ber, coal oil, fur, fish and proLably valuabie 
minerals of many kinds, Ninety miles froin 
Edmonton the waters of this stream are 
touched, and there are only two or three 
breaks in steamboat navigation from tiere 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
great basin.

If cattle can 
be raised as cheaply here as in the south they 
certainly can be marketed as cheaply, and 
the raiser make a similar profit, and ifthe 
profits are large there they will be large 
here. So that whether our market for grain 
holds out or not, even under present circum- 
stances Weare in a position to engage in the 
cattle industry, which is universally achnow- 
ledged to pay better than grain raising, 
In eastern Canada, where land is dear, 
the soil and climate undoubtedly well adapt- 
ed for grain, and prices much higher than 
they can ever be expected to be for exported 
grain in the North-West, cattle raising is 
found to be the more profitable business, 
and is being entered into on ali sides in 
preference to grain, [f under those cirenm 
stances cattle are inore profitable than grain, 
how much more so will the former he here 
than the latter. Certainly the difference in 
the price of the land will more than make up 
for the extra cos: in the transportation of the 
cattle to market. 


To sum up, present settlers need not be 
discouraged from increasing their acreage, 
nor new ones hindered from coming for fear 
of no market for their produce, either now or 
in the future, although the railroad is 200 
miles away, or even should it remain there 
While it is true that no country can attain 
the height of prosperity in this ave without 
railroads, it isnot the less true that there are 
circunistances and conditions in which a rail- 
road is not an actual necessity. The posi- 
tion of Edmonton is such that there is noth- 
ing to hinder its attaining a prosperous 
growth without further railroad communi- 
cation, and when that g owth is attained 
there will be no difficulty about railroads. 
When there is business awaiting a railroad 

one willsoon be built, and we feel con- 
| fident that it will not be many years before 
competing lines will be pushing for this 
region, of which Edmonton is the commercial
